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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of 
record, Hackl et al. (DE 19519539) in view of Dempsey et al. (WO 00/73378 Al), Matheson et 
al. (US 4,129,542) or Memon (US 6,44,731) and Barthel et al. (US 2004/0033308) does not 
teach or suggest the combination of a mono-alkyl ester of rapeseed oil and ethylene bis- 
stearamide increases the Ring & Ball softening point of bituminous binder compositions. 
Applicants' showing of unexpected results overcomes the previous rejection (See page of 8 of 
Applicants' response filed 07/13/2009). Therefore, the previous rejection of claims 15-52 has 
been withdrawn.
